Reapportionment 
Proposals Given 
To Legislators

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—State 
lawmakers now have three re­ 
apportionment proposals to go 
with the congressional redistrict­ 
ing bill which has furrowed so 
many brows. 
Remapping proposals s t e m 
from recent U. S. Supreme 
Court decisions. These say that 
no member of the U. S. or Ohio 
House of Representatives should 
have a district varying consid­ 
erably in population from others 
in the state.

ment resolutions call for ap­ 
proval by voters at next May’s 
primary. They were discussed 
at varying length in a late after­ 
noon Republican House caucus,

Strikes Jolt 
U.S. Economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
General 
Motors 
strike 
last 
month gave the nation’s econo­ 
my its roughest jolt since the 
1960 recession, and the effect 
may linger if the current strike 
at Ford Motor Co. puts another 
extended damper on production. 
Government economists fret­ 
ted today about the possibility 
that labor disputes could cause 
a general business slowdown 
after an almost uninterrupted 
climb of four years. 
If the Ford stoppage is settled 
quickly, 
there 
remains 
the 
threat 
of 
a 
nationwide 
rail 
strike next week. There is talk 
of trouble in the steel industry, 
even though the contract dead­ 
line is months away. 
Both government and busi­ 
ness economists have expressed 
concern over the possibility that 
wage settlements such as the 
one at General Motors could 
lead to a heavy round of infla­ 
tion after four years of relative 
stability. Now they also face the 
possibility that the same labor- 
management disputes c o u l d 
lead to a sag in the economy. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
reported Monday that its index 
of industrial production had fall­ 
en from 134.0 in September to 
131.7 in October. The s c a l e is 
based on a value of IOO for the 
1957-59 average. Thus the Octo­ 
ber rate was 31.7 per cent high­ 
er than that of the late 1950s. 
The October drop was only 
about 1.7 per cent, but it was 
the first time in more than a 
year that the scales had dipped, 
and the size of the decline was 
the 
largest 
since 
December 
1960, n e a r the e n d of a reces­ 
sion. There was a considerably 
larger 
decline 
in 
industrial 
production during the nation­ 
wide steel strike in 1959. 
The Federal Reserve said that 
“ recovery in November will be 
dampened by the beginning of 
strikes at other planes in the 
auto industry.’* 
Although deliveries of new 
ears fell 30 per cent, retail 
sales continued to climb in oth­ 
er lines, and the over-all effect 
was a decline of only 3 per cent 
for the month. The output of 
business equipment was IO per 
cent ahead of a year earlier. 
Since strikers are counted as 
employed in Labor Department 
statistics on unemployed, the 
jobless rate held steady at 5.2 
per cent last month. There was 
a reduction in employment.

Only one of the three resolu­ 
tions on legislative reapportion­ 
ment is to be printed at this 
time. 
That one would change the 
Divisor—the number to be di­ 
vided into Ohio’s last federal 
census figure (1960—9,706,397) to 
determine ratio of representa­ 
tion—from IOO to 140. The result 
of that division thus 
would 
change from 97,064 to 69,332 and 
enlarge the Ohio House to 144, 
seven more than will hold seats 
in the session starting Jan. 4. 
For Cuyahoga, Hamilton and 
Franklin counties, representing 
one or more congressional dis­ 
tricts in themselves, there would 
be one representative for each 
full ratio (69,332 persons), elect­ 
ed at-large in the congressional 
district or districts. If there is 
difficulty in making a divison 
of representatives between con­ 
gressional districts in the coun­ 
ty, “extras” would be elected 
at-large in the entire county. 
Where a district overlaps part 
of another county, the overlap 
would be respected as a separate 
c o u n t y . Hie apportionment 
board would form the rest of the 
state into representative dis­ 
tricts, each with population gen 
erally equal to the 69,332 ratio. 
County lines would not be cross­ 
ed if it could be avoided. 
Fifty-nine counties have popu­ 
lation less than the ratio, based 
in the 1960 census. 
The measure—generally con­ 
sidered to be the one toward 
which the leadership leans — 
also changes terms of state rep­ 
resentatives from two to four 
years, starting Jan. I, 1967. 
All three reapportionment res­ 
olutions go to the House Rules 
Committee. Each needs approv­ 
al by three-fifths of the members 
of both houses. 
The second calls for the ex­ 
panded apportionment board to 
divide the state into representa­ 
tive districts of approximately 
equal population by Nov. I, 1965. 
Failing to agree on the alloca­ 
tion in any area, ttfe board 
would designate the number of 
representatives based on popu 
lation and call for their elec-

Ohio Regents 
14 for 
Federal Funds 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Fourteen 
Ohio 
colleges 
and 
universities have been declared 
eligible for $11.5 million in fed­ 
eral money by the Ohio Board 
of Regents. 
The regents, and its advisory 
council of college presidents, ap 
proved the schools and their 
projects Monday. The schools 
must match the money with 
about $23 million to obtain the 
federal funds, the first granted 
in Ohio under the U. S. Higher 
Education and Facilities Act of 
1963. 
The University of Cincinnati, 
which was not allowed any oi 
the money, asked the regents to 
consider its case. The university 
-ants $2.7 in federal money to 
Mild a science and engineering 
complex. 
Hie regents were named by 
Gov. James A. Rhodes to de­ 
cide which schools would be el­ 
igible to get the federal money. 
The biggest grant went to Ak­ 
ron University for a science and 
engineering center. The grant 
was $2,234,787.

Plane Missed 
Clearing Top 
By Two Feet 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 
“Just this much more and he 
would have cleared that ridge,” 
a sheriff’s deputy said Monday, 
holding his hands about two feet 
apart. 
He was standing in hard- 
packed snow 50 yards from the 
ridge called Arden Dome that 
stopped a Bonanza Airlines F27 
turboprop Sunday night. All 29 
aboard died in the crash. 
Clearly visible from where he 
stood was Las Vegas’ McCa/ran 
Field, nine miles to the north, 
the destination of Flight No. 114 
from Phoenix. 
Pilot Hank 
Fitzpatrick, 
41, 
radioed McCarran tower at 8:25 
p.m., two minutes before the 
plane vanished from a radar­ 
scope during a heavy snowfall. 
The only persons w’ho knew 
what 
happened 
in 
that two 
minutes are dead. 
A swarm of sheriff’s deputies 
and volunteers removed all the 
bodies from the 4,200-foot high 
ridge on the western flank of 
Las Vegas Valley with the aid of 
helicopters from nearby Nellis 
Air Force Base. 
The plane did not burn. It 
broke apart and its pieces jave­ 
lined northward across the top 
of 
the 
dome. 
Bodies 
were 
thrown in every direction. 
Edward Slattery of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board said, “It’s too 
soon to tell what happened. We 
lonT know yet if we are going 
to reconstruct the wreckage. It 
would be an extremely difficult 
job.” 
His office has impounded the 
plane’s flight recorder. 
Slattery and two dozen other 
CAB and FBI officials met Mon­ 
day night in Las Vegas.

ment about the 
product they 
claim is used to treat cancer. 
The indictment, returned by a 
federal grand jury, also named 
as defendants the Krebiozen Re­ 
search 
Foundation, 
Promak 
Laboratories 
where 
the drug 
was packaged and three other 
men: Dr. Stevan Durovic. 59, 
discover of the drug: his broth­ 
er, Marko, 64, a lawyer and Dr. 
William E.P. Phillips, 52, an of­ 
ficial of the foundation, all of 
Chicago. 
The indictment supersedes an 
earlier one which named only 
the Durovic brothers as individ­ 
uals. 
Bench w arrants were issued 
for the arrest of those named. 
The Durovics are free on their 
own 
recognizance 
after their 
bond was set at $500,000 each 
on the original indictment. 
The new bond was set at S5,- 
000 for all defendants, except 
the 
Durovics. 
Their 
original 
bond stands. 
Dr. Ivy, a leading proponent 
of the drug, is research profes­ 
sor of biochemistry at Roose­ 
velt University and a former 
vice president of the University 
of Illinois. 
The indictment charges that 
the 
defendants 
reported 
one 
K rebio^n patient healthy when 
he had been dead six years. 
Acting 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Nicholas 
Katzenbach also announced the 
indictment in Washington. 
It charges that they reported 
the cost of producing one gram 
of Krebiozen as $170,00 when it 
actually is a common chemical 
costing about 30 cents a gram. 
The indictment also charges 
that one defendant signed a 
death certificate on a Krebiozen 
patient whose death was report­ 
ed to the government as being 
caused by pneumonia when the 
defendants knew she had died of 
cancer. 
Charges issued Oct. 27 said 
Durovic brothers conspired to 
promote Krebiozen as an inves­ 
tigational drug while it was 
being sold 
rn interstate com­ 
merce.

Rain Brings 


Some Relief 


CHICAGO (AP) — Rain swept 
across the eastern half of the 
United States, somewhat easing 
one of the most severe autumn 
droughts in history, but many 
areas continued to battle brush 
fires and to seek emergency 
water supplies. 
Rainfall over much of the 
Midwest 
dampened 
charred 
fields and forests, but in the 
East water supplies dwindled 
and 
intermittent 
precipitation 
did little to alleviate serious 
drought conditions and fires in 
woodland areas. 
Substantial 
showers 
moved 
over Southern Illinois, wetting 
the area where fires destroyed 
some 15,000 acres of timber this 
fall. It ended a 48-day rainless 
span for Cairo in the southern 
tip of Illinois. 
Rain in Indiana broke a 19- 
day drought, and a four-day ban 
on outdoor fires was lifted. 
Rain fell throughout Ohio, but 
the U.S. Weather Bureau said it 
wasn’t enough to alter the dry 
situation plaguing south-central 
and southwestern counties and 
threatening forests there. 
New England, which has suf­ 
fered through its worst autumn 
drought in history, had some 
relief. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Charles A. Halleck sat in his 
quiet Capitol office, surveyed 
the election results and said, 
“The ’36 debacle was worse 
than this.” 
The House Republican leader 
from Indiana told a news con­ 
ference: “I can’t read into the 
results any great mandate to 
change the course of the coun­ 
try.” 
As for the immediate, specific 
consequences, he said, “ If you 
ask me I guess medicare will go 
through.” He referred to medi­ 
cal care for the elderly under 
Social Security which has been 
stuck in a House committee de­ 
spite President Johnson’s prod­ 
ding. 
He also said Johnson could 
probably get through his pro­ 
posal to aid the Appalachia area 
— a key part of his antipoverty 
program. 
Should Barry Coldwater bow 
out of the n ational Republic an 
picture after his defeat in the 
presidential race? 
“Adlai Stevenson didn’t bow 
out, 
did 
he?” 
said Halleck. 
“And he got licked pretty bad.” 
Halleck had kind words for 
Republican National Chairman 
Dean 
Burch 
and 
said 
any 
changes in the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee were its own 
responsibilities — not his. 
Asked to comment on rumbles 
of discontent in the party with 
his own House leadership, Hal­ 
leck said, “No one has said any­ 
thing antagonistic to me.” He 
said he had read such things in 
newspapers and “from time to 
time they’ve had me chewed up 
and dumped into the ash can.” 
On the Senate side of Capitol 
Hill, Sen. Karl E. Mundt, R- 
S.D., said he hopes Sen. Thrus- 
ton B. Morton, R-Ky., will con­ 
tinue to serve as chairman of 
the Republican senatorial cam­ 
paign committee. 
“He’s my 
choice if he will take it,” Mundt 
said in an interview. Tile South 
Dakotan will be seeking re-elec­ 
tion in 1966. 
Nineteen Democratic and 14 


Republican Senate seats will be 
at stake two years from now. 
Seven of the Democrats are 
from the South where Republi­ 
cans have been able to win only 
a few congressional seats in the 
past. Outside the South, Senate 
Democrats who will be up for 
re-election appear to be en­ 
trenched in several states which 
have not gone Republican re­ 
cently. 
The Republican drive to gain 
Senate strength in 1966 is likely 
to be centered on Illinois, Okla­ 
homa, New Hampshire, Michi­ 
gan, Montana and Oregon. 
All but one of the 14 Senate 
Republicans whose terms expire 
in 1966 are from states carried 
Nov. 3 by President Johnson. 
The exception is Sen. Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina, a 
Democrat who turned Republi­ 
can to support Coldwater in the 
campaign. 
Proposals for rebuilding the 
Republican party will be dis­ 
cussed Dec. 4 and 5 when the 
nation’s 
Republican governors 
meet — either in Denver or Chi­ 
cago.

Johnson approved of the way 
he did it, so much so that he 
picked him as his riming mate, 
gaining a vice president but los­ 
ing a Senate whip. 
Who will replace Humphrey? 
A number of senators want to 
try. 
Russell B. Long of Louisiana, 
Mike Monroney of Oklahoma 
and John O. Pastore of Rhode 
Island all have announced they

Russia Gains Mirages 


Since the temperature of the c o l d 
war has fluctuated with Soviet farm 
output, U. S. economists have been 
busying themselves with statistics on 
the Russian economy as much as with 
figures on their own. 
Consequently, the word is out that the 
Russian economy is due for a gain in 
3964. The truth is. it has been due for an 
uplift for many years, but nature 
or 
world conditions, or something, never 
cooperates to the point where the Rus­ 
sian peasants could be said to have 
truly reaped a bountiful harvest. 
This year will be no exception. Statis­ 
tics will show a slight increase in out­ 
put compared to last year, but this will 
be no amazing achievement. Last year 
was disastrous for the Soviet economy, 
particularly in agriculture, which is the 
mainstay of the whole. 
Grain, the Soviet’s main agricultural 
product and one of its largest cash 
crops in international trade, provides 
a barometer of the country’s economic 
progress. Last year the harvest was so 
poor at least 12 million tons of grain 
were imported, and the government 
has forbade the actual output to be pub­ 
lished. 
An increase of 5 or IO per cent this 
year in the grain harvest over last year, 
aa some of the more optimistic econo­ 
mists are predicting, will be meaning­ 
less in terms of real progress. Soviet 
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stockpiles of grain were virtually ex­ 
hausted 
during 
the 
1963 shortages. 
These must be replaced as a cushion 
against another severe failure. 
Merely keeping up with population in­ 
creases and a t t e m p t s to raise liv­ 
ing standards in a country like the Sov­ 
iet Union would require an annual in­ 
crease in grain crops of 5 to IO per cent. 
lf this year turns out reasonably well 
for Soviet agriculture, at best the coun­ 
try will be where it was at the end of 
1962. 
Soviet industrial production for the 
first half of 1964 has been announced as 
7.5 per cent greater than for the same 
period in 1963. In a h i g h l y industri­ 
alized society, such a rate of growth 
would be excellent. In a substandard 
industrial state, like the Soviet Union, 
this is slow improvement. 
Anyway, the 7.5 per cent growth rate 
indicated at the middle point this year 
is the lowest rate of industrial growth 
claimed by the Soviets in the last two 
decades. It is a full percentage point 
behind last year’s announced growth. 
In the eyes of the Kremlin boss, wor­ 
ried about past failures, any increase 
looks rosy. But western eyes should 
take a more objective look at the Sov­ 
iet performance, and the record so far 
this year shows the Russian economy 
in no position to support a hotter cold 
war.
